THURBER wants City Council to open with 
prayer, and along tills line he has sent the following com¬ 
munication to the city fathers: 

“Some years ago a group of 12 representative Sierra 
Madre men and women were selected to study the various 
angles of community life in this city and to make a formal 
report on those things which might be done—in their opin¬ 
ion—to make this a better place in which to live. 

On that committee were three members of the Board 
of Directors of the Chamber of Commerce, the superin¬ 
tendent of schools, postmaster, president of the Women’s 
Club, president of Kiwanis, two ministers, president of the 
Civic Club, president of the Co-Ordinating Council and 
others. 

The formal report was made, signed by every mem¬ 
ber of the committee. 

It contained a number of recommendations, several of 
which are now in operation. 

Among the recommendations was one with the sub-head¬ 
ing of “Spiritual.” Here is the first paragraph of that sec¬ 
tion of the report— 

“Since the foundation of this Republic the opening 
of meetings with a word of prayer has become standard 
procedure. This is especially true of regular open meet¬ 
ings of city councils, state legislatures, the Congress of 
the United States and many others. This is standard 
procedime in Los Angeles, Monrovia, Arcadia, Alhambra 
(and—so far as the committee could learn—Is true of 
all city councils In this area except Sierra Madre and 
Pasadena). 

As chairman of this committee—which Is no longer 
in existence—but more especially as a citizen I venture to 
again bring this thought to the attention of your honorable 
body in the hope that appropriate action might result.”

Snake Found 
In Trash Pile 


Chief Brown, Bert Embree 
Hear Bonelli Outline Plan 
To Prevent Forest Fires 


Mrs. Raymond H. Ohr last 
Thursday began dumping 
some rubbish onto her trash 
pile in the backyard of her 
home at 30 E. Carter. 

Suddenly she heard a 
whirring, rattling noise, In- 
stinctly drawing back, she 
peered anxiously into the 
rubbish pile and sure enough 
it was a sizable rattlesnake. 

Police summoned dis¬ 
patched the snake pronto. 


Southern California is the highest forest fire hazard 
in the United States. 

There are 147 National Forests in the United States of 
which four are in Southern California, yet this area has 
more than 50 per cent of the burned-over acreage in the 
country. 

These and other pertinent- 

facts were divulged at last of Los Angeles County; 
Thursday’s emergecy meet¬ 
ing of Federal, State, county 
and city officials called to 
discuss a master plan for 
forest fire prevention in Los 
Angeles County. 

THE MEETING, called by 
Frank G. Bonelli, chairman 
of the Los Angeles County 
Board of Supervisors, and 
held at Eaton’s restaurant, 

1150 W. Colorado, Arcadia, 
was attended by Fire Chief 
Charles E. Brown and Fire 
Marshal Bert Embree of Si¬ 
erra Madre. 

A “Program for Immediate 
Action” was outlined by 
Chairman Bonelli. 

It developed that through 
the U.S. Interior Department 
at Washington $2 million 
has been appropriated in the 
past six years for forest fire 
prevention, yet only 12 per 
cent of this, or $240,000 has 
been received. 

“We have had sufficient 
funds for fighting forest 
fires,” commented one of 
those present, “but relatively 
little for fire prevention.” 

It was pointed out that the 
series of five major water¬ 
shed fires from July 17 
through July 27 denuded 
106.3 square miles in the 
San Gabriel and Verdugo 
Mountains. ’The fires were 
listed as San Gabriel Can¬ 
yon, San Dimas Canyon, 

Magic Mountain, Sunland- 
La Tuna and Wilson Canyon. 

Of the burned-over area, 

58.8 square miles are tribu¬ 
tary to existing flood con¬ 
trol structures, and of the 
remaining 47.8 square miles, 
only 10.4 square miles pre¬ 
sent some flood hazard.
